1. Significant Accounting Policies 

(1.11 Fixed Assets ; 

(if Pendng execution of conveyance deeds, provision 
for stamp duty and registration charges in respect 
of Land and Buildings have been made at the rate 
of 12.5% of the cost of the assets, 

(iff Depreciation on additions made to the fixed assets 
daring the year has been charged for the full year 
irrespective of the actual date of installation/com- 
missioning. Further, no depreciation has been 
charged on the assets sold/written off during the 
year. 

(1.2) Interest on l oans to Staff : 

Interest on T oans to Staff (except Housing Loan) is ac¬ 
counted on cash basis. 

(1.3) Penal Interest on defaults: 

Penal Interest on delayed receipt of repayment of princi¬ 
pal amount is accounted on cash basis. 

(1.4) Gratuity to Employees: 

Gratuity payable to the employees (shown under the 
head of a/c “Provision for Gratuity") is determined on the 
basis of actuarial Valuation. 

The Gratuity paid to the eligible employees from the 
above provision includes payment to employees who were 
transfeired from the Reserve Bank of India and for whom 
the contribution duo from the Reserve Bank of India (the 
amount yet to be ascertained) shall be accounted for as and 
when received. 

(1.5 ) Interest recoverable on Deferred Interest : 

Repayment of deferred interest is fixed in annual instal¬ 
ments which fall due on 1st January/1st July, The demand 
for annual instalment includes one full year’s interest on the 
balance of deferred interest upto the due date. This interest 
income is accounted on the baais of instalments falling due 
during the financial year without any accrual adjustments. 

2. In terms of TAWA Command Area Development Pro¬ 
ject Agreement, interest chargeable by the Government of 
India on loans to National Bank at 6.5% p.a. has been 
accounted to the extent of 4.5% by credit hj the 'Interest 
Differential Fund’ to be utilised for certain specified pur¬ 
poses and the balance of 2% has been paid to the Govern¬ 
ment of India. 

3. National Bank hais made various payments towards 
subscription of debentures issued by various State Land 
Development Banks/Land Mortgage Batiks and these are 
included under “Advances—Other investment Credit-— 
Medium Term and Long Term Project Loans". However, as 
certified by the Management, the value of Letters of Allot- 
raent/Dcbentures Scrips yet to be received aggregate to 
Rs. 88.17 crorcs (Rs. 21.72 crores). In accordance with the 
decision taken at the meeting convened by the Ministry of 
Agriculture. Government of India in July 1983, the National 
Bank circulated the specimen of documents to be used by 
SLDBs for receiving contributions in the shape of loans from 
State Governments, Government of India and National 
Bank, instead of by way of flotation* of debentures. These 
proposals are still under consideration of the concerned 
parties and the final decision of the Government of India in 
the matter is awaited. 

4. “Land and Premises" include Rs, 60.15 crores 
(Rs. 39.25 crores) paid towards Office Premises and staff 
quarters at Ahmedabad, Bangalore, Bhubaneswar, Bombay, 
Calcutta. Chandigarh, Hyderabad, Jaipur, Lucknow, Madras, 
New Delhi, Panaji, Patna, Pune and Srinagar in respect of 
which Conveyance Deeds/other legal documents have not 
yet been executed in favour of the National Bank. 

?. A sum of Rs. 1.63 crores (Rs. 6,71 crores) paid 
towards acquisition of land with building for staff quarters 
at Bhubaneswar has been capitalised under the head 


“Premises", in the absence of separate value of land. De¬ 
preciation has been charged on the composite value, Neces¬ 
sary adjustment entries will be passed after ascertaining 
the land value. 

6. The amount outstanding as per books of account in 
respect of 

(i) Housing Loan to employees is higher by 
Rs, 9,12,195 and 

(ii) Interest accrued thereon is lower by Rs. 2,85,113 
as compared to the subsidiary records. The recon¬ 
ciliation is in progress, 

7. Grant of Rs. 10.88 crores has been received from the 
Government of India against the total expenditure of 
Rs. 15.59 crores (including Rs. 0.96 crores charged to the 
Profit & Loss Account of 1988-89) in respect of Study and 
Training Component under NABARD CP-I. For the 
recovery of excess expenditure amounting to Rs. 4.71 crores, 
the proposal to reallocate the saving under Pilot Project 
Component to Study and Training is under correspondence. 
Necessary adjustments will be made on acceptance of the 
proposal. 

8. No provision has been made for the difference between 
the Market Value and Book Value of the investments in 
Government of India Securities as : 

(i) Reserve Bank of India has offered the Buy-back 
facility for the investment amounting to Rs. 228.27 
crores; and 

(ii) The Bank expects to get buck Rs. 630.87 crores 
from Reserve Bank of Tndia in respect of invest¬ 
ments representing the amounts with held at the 
time of transfer or NRC(LTO) and NRC (Stabili¬ 
sation) Fund to the Bank. 


9. Out of Rs. 107.98 crores refinanced by the Bank under 
SDC-V Project upto 30 June 1988, Rs. 28,96 crores 
(Swiss Fr. 30 million) were provided by the Swiss Govern¬ 
ment. In terms of the agreement with them, the recoveries 
made from such refinance amounting to Rs. 5.74 crores 
(being the recoveries in the same proportion as the amount 
provided by the SDC boars to the total refinance) are 
considered as constituting the Fund. Interest at the rate 
of 9% from 1 July 1988 has been credited to the Fund in 
the current year, Amount of the fund shown in the 
accounts of 1988-89 has been adjusted accordingly. 

10. The amount shown under interest received on Loans, 
Investments, etc., in the Profit and Loss Account is after 
making statutory contributions of Rs. 350 crores (Rs. 235 
crores) to National Rural Credit (Long Term Operations) 
Fund and Rs, 10 crores (Rs. 10 crores) to National 
Rural Credit (Stabilisation) Fund as required under Sec¬ 
tions 42 and 43, respectively of the National Bank for 
Agricultural and Rural Development Act, 1981. 

11. The revision of wages of Group 'B' and ‘C’ staff of 
the Bank is under negotiation with the Employees’ Union. 
As the liability on this account is indeterminate, the effect 
of the same will be given in the accounts on settlement. 

12. Due to the disturbed conditions In the State of 
Jammu & Kashmir, transactions for Srinagar Regional Office 
have been accounted for upto 31 January 1990. Thereafter, 
amounts aggregating to Rs. 1.59 crorcs directly credited 
by the constituent borrowers in the bank account of the 
Regional Office and disbursement of Rs. 1.06 crores made 
by"the Regional Office have been adjusted against the 
“Advances", pending their final adjustments in the individual 
borrowers’ accounts. 

13. Miscellaneous expenses include "Entertainment Ex¬ 
penses" of Rs, 0.03 crore (Rs. 0.02 crore). 

14. Figures are rounded off to the nearest Rupee. The 
figures in brackets are in respect of previous period. 
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15. Previous period figures have been re-grouped where¬ 
ver necessary. However, the same are not strictly com¬ 
parable with the current year figures to the extent that 
current year figures are for twelve months period as against 
nine months period of the previous year.
